A G iant of the Deep. 
The American Museum of Natural 
History In New York has what is be­ 
lieved to be the largest whale ever ex­ 
hibited on land. It is a female Unhook 
sixty-eight and a half feet in length. 
Its body in life was thirty feet in cir­ 
cumference. 
It is estimated that at 
least fifty men could be inclosed with­ 
in the interior of this gigantic animal. 
The full grown right whale, which is 
the species usually hunted for Its blub­ 
ber and whalebone, averages from for- 
ty-flve to fifty feet only in length. The 
whale whose skeleton is to adorn the 
museum was washed ashore dead near 
Forked river, New Jersey, last Novem­ 
ber. Scientific theory avers that the 
ancestors of the whales were terres­ 
trial or land mammals which gradually 
became aquatic in their way of living.

At the same moment a cab drives at 
full speed down the bill, and the horses 
set their feet on the pavement. In front 
of you a man balances slices of ofTal on 
a long pole across his shoulder. They 
dangle before and behind. He swings 
cheerfully with his burden through the 
crowd. 
A Kurd, stooping under a 
weight higher than himself, follows, 
step by step, behind you. Your feet slip 
la slushy mud and catch on the cobbles 
or in the gaps of the road. 
A dog with a red wound behind hit 
ear and a long strip of mangy akin on 
his back lies asleep in the middle of the 
pavement. You step into the road to 
avoid the dogs and the hamals, and 
wheels and horses are upon you. You 
step back into the midst of the dogs 
and the hamals. As you stand aside for 
a moment a beggar with a hand lees 
arm rounded into a stump and a woman 
with ber face eaten away in the cavity 
of the hood which the draws back be­ 
fore you appear suddenly, filling what 
had seemed the only alley of escape. 
The sun soaks down into the narrow 
street The smell of the mud rises up 
Into your nostrils, mingled with those 
unkirown smells which in Constantino­ 
ple seem to ooae upward out of the 
ground and steam outward from every 
door and window and pour out of every 
alley and rise like a cloud out of the 
breath and sweat and foulness of the 
people.

T h e W o rd “ A T e r* * e ." 
After a fair translation of its old 
French body, “aver,” into English only 
“horse” is found, and the word be­ 
comes “homage.” The change tends to 
confusion, but none the less "homage 
and “average” are identical since in 
the old time French an “aver” was a 
horse. It w as also a horse in the Scotch 
dictionaries, and in one of Burns’ po­ 
ems, “A Dream,” he alludes to a home 
as a “noble aiver.” 
In olden times in Europe a tenant 
was bound to do certain work for the 
lord of the manor—largely in carting 
grain and turf—horse work, and in the 
yearly settlement of accounts the Just 
proportion of the large and small work 
p e rfo rm edAwas estimated according to 
th e work done by “avern” (bora*);
